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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Apphcant's submission filed on February 24, 2004 has been entered. 

Status of Application/Amendment/Claims 

Applicant's response filed February 24, 2004 and March 24, 2004 have been considered. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from the previous office action mailed December 19, 
2003 are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly applied 
or are reiterated and are the only rejections and/or objections presently applied to the instant 
application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102/103 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 and 103 that 
form the basis for the rejections under these sections made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

102(c) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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103(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a) as being 
anticipated and/or obvious by Nakamura et ai (U. S. Patent Number 6,218,1 15 Bl). 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior ait date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C 102(e)). 

The claims of the above invention are drawn to antisense compounds 8 to 50 nucleotides 
in length that specifically hybridizes with residues 1377 to 1407 of SEQ ID NO: 3, and inhibits 
the expression of human collapsing response mediator protein 2. 
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SEQ ID NO: 3 possesses 77.4% identity with residues 1377 to 1407 of the instant 
application, and would thus specifically hybridize with this region. Although this reference does 
not specifically teach the function of inhibiting applicants' instant SEQ ID NO: 3 as claimed in 
the present application, the above-listed compound meets all the structiu'al limitations as set forth 
in the instant claims. Because this sequence is substantially identical to applicant's claimed 
compound, in the absence of evidence to the contrary this compound of the prior art is thus 
considered to possess the functional limitations of specifically hybridizing with and inhibiting 
the expression of appUcants' instant SEQ ID NO: 3. Support for this conclusion is drawn from 
MPEP2112: 



Where applicant claims a composition in ternis of a function, property or characteristic and the composition 
of the prior art is the same as that of the claim but the function is not explicitly disclosed by the 
reference, the examiner may make a rejection under both 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, expressed as a 
102/103 rejection. "There is nothing inconsistent in concurrent rejections for obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 
103 and for anticipation under 35 U.S.C. 102." In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255 n.4, 195 USPQ 430, 433 
n.4 (CCPA 1977). This same rationale should also apply to product, apparatus, and process claims claimed 
in terms of function, property or characteristic. Therefore, a 35 U.S.C. 102/103 rejection is appropriate for 
these types of claims as well as for composition claims. Emphasis supplied. 

In rejecting the claims of the above under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, a prima facie case has 
been established by the examiner whereby the burden of proof in showing that the claimed 
compounds are not anticipated by the compound(s) of the prior art as stated Hes with the 
applicant, as per MPEP 2112.01: 

Where the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially identical in structure or composition, 
or arc produced by identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or 
obviousness has been established, hire Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 
When the PTO shows a sound basis for believing th at the products of the applicant and the prior art are the 
same, the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not. In re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 709, 15 
USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Therefore, the prima facie case can be rebutted by evidence 
showing that the prior art products do not necessarily possess the charactoristics of the claimed product. In 
re Best, 562 R2d at 1255, 195 USPQ at 433. 
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Thus, in the absence of evidence to the contrary, the antisense compounds of the above-listed 
claims of the instant application are considered anticipated and/or obvious as outlined above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-10, 13, and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
